CHAPTER T. 

PRELIMINARY. 
1. Short title . These rules may be called the Kerala State 
Warchousing Corporation Rules, 1959 . 

2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires , 
(a ) Act ineans the AgriculturalFroduce (Development and 

Warehousing) Corporations Act, 1956. 
(b) Board means the Board of Directors of the Kerala State 

Warehousing Corporation . 
(c) CentralWarehousing Corporation means the Central 

Warehousing Corporation established under section 17. 
(d) Chairman means the Chairman of the Board. 
(e ) Corporation means the Kerala State Warehousing Cor 

poration established under section 28 . 
(f) "Director means a member of the Board of Directors of 

the Corporation . 
(g) Executive Committee means the Executive Committee 

of the Corporation 
(h ) Form neaps a form appended to these rules. 
(i) Government means the Government of Kerala . 
(j) Managing Director means Managing Director of the 

Corporation appointed under clause (e ) of sub -section 1 

of section 30 . 
(k ) Section means a Section of the Act. 

CHAPTER II. 

SHARES OF THE CORPORATION . 
3. Shares.- The shares of tte Corporation shall be movable 
property . 

4. Authorised Share Capital. - The authorised share capitalof 
the Corporation shall be 30 lakhs of rupees divided into 30.000 
shares of Rs. 100 each .

5. Condition of allotment of Shares.-- 1. The Corporation 
may issue such number of shares of Rs. 100 each for the present 
as are agreed to by the CentralWarehousing Corporation and the 
Government. 

2. Subject to the provisions of the Act and these rules 
shares of the Corporation shall be under the control of the Board. 

3. The Board may, from time to time,make such calls as 
it thinks fit upon the shareholders in respect of all moneys un 
paid on the shares held by them respectively and not by the 
- conditions of allotment thereofmade payable at fixed times and 
each shareholder shall pay the amount of every call so made on 
such shareholder to the persons and at the times and places 
appointed by the Board . 

4. A call may be deemed to have been made at the time when 
the resolutions of the Board authorising such call wasmade and 
a notice of call issued to the shareholders specifying the 
time and place of payment and to whom such call shall be paid . 
At least two months time from the date of issue of such notice 
shall be given to the shareholders for such payment. 
6. Share Certificate .--- (i) Every share certificate shall be 

issued under the common seal of the Corporation . 
(ii) Every share certificate shall specify the number and 

denote numbers of the share in respect of which it is 
issued and shall be issued within 3 months from the 

date of allotment of shares.

- A non -official 
Director may resign his office as such Director by writing under 
hishand addressed to the Managing Director and such resignation 
shall be effective from the date on which it is accepted by the 
authority which nominated him as Director. 

11. Filling in casual vacancy of a Non -officia Director. - A 
casual vacancy in the office of a non -official Director shall be 
filled by pomination by the authority competent so to pominate 
and the Director so nominated shall hold office for so long only 
as the Director whose place he fills would have been entitled to 
hold office if the vacancy had not occurred: Provided that no 
casual vacancy occurring within 3 moaths of the date ofexpiry of 
the normal term of office of the Director shallbe filled under this 
rule . 
12. Register of Directors.- (i) The Board shall maintain a 

register in which the name and address of each 

Director shall be entered. 
(ii) If a Director changes his address he shall notify his 

now address to the Managing Director and the latter 
shall amend the relevant entry in the register accord 

ingly . 
13. Election of Directors of the Executive Committee:-- The 
three Directors to be chosen to the Executive Committee unter 
clause (c) , sub -section ( 1) of section 35 shall be selected by the 
Board .

ACT

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Tenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title. This Act may be called the Appropriation 
(Railways ) No. 3 Act, 1959. 

2. Issue of Rs. 21,00,000 out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India for the financial year 1959-60 . – From and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India there may be paid and applied 
sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the Schedule 
amounting in the aggregate to the sum of twenty -one lakh 
rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come 
in course of payment during the financial year 1959-60, in res: 
pect of the services relating to railways specified in column 2 
of the Schedule. 

3. Appropriation . The sums authorised to be paid and ap 
plied from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India by this 
Act shall be appropriated for the services and purposes ex 
pressed in the Schedule in relation to the said year.

AWARD . 
The dispute in this case is between the Managements of the 
above Private Motor Services and the workmen of the concerns 
represented by the General Secretary , Chirayinkil Taluk Motor 
Workers Union , Attingal and the same was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Order No. 55501/ L.2/ 58-1 dated 
30-9-1958 . The only matter referred relates to the claim of the 
Union for bonus for 1957-58 . 

2. Of the above Managements Parties Nos . 1, 2, 3, 4 , 6 and 10 
alone filed their statements. The remaining parties did not care 
to appear before Court in pursuance of summons issued to them 
or file their statements and so they were declared exparte. 

3. According to the Union the above said Managements ex 
cepting Party No. 2 had given to the workers 5 per cent of their 
total earnings by way of bonus and the Union claims enhanced 
bonus at the rate of cne month s total wages for 1957-58. 
Employers Nos . 1, 2, 3, 4, and 6 have opposed the claim for en 
hanced bonus. Employer No. 10 in his written statement has 
stated that he has transferred his bus to one P. M.Viswanathan 
on 25-11-1958 and that at the time of transfer he has paid all 
dues to the five workmen who were employed by him . 


4. When the dispute came up for evidence and after evidence 
was partially taken parties Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4 , and 6 and 
the Union settled the claims out of court and on 30-9-1959 
filed five compromise petitions signed by the representative 
of the Union and the respective Managements . In the 
compromise between Party No.1 (R. K. V.Motor and Timbers 
Private Ltd.) and the Union , the Management has agreed 
to pay half per cent of the wages of the workmen in addi 
tion to the 5 per cent already paid , within a month from 
30-9-1959 and the Union also agreed to receive the same in full 
and finalsettlement of the claim for 1957-58. In the compromise 
arrived at between the Management No. 2 (K.M.K. S. Kamala 
Corporation , Trivandrum ) and the Union the Management 
agreed to pay and the Unicn agreed to accept a lump sum of 
Rs 1325 in full and final settlement. The Management has also 
agreed to disburse the amount to the concerned workers 
within a month from date at the instance of the Union . Party 
No. 3 ( R .KM S. Chirayinkil) also agreed to pay hall a per cent 
of the annual wages of the workers in addition to the 5 per cent 
wages alrcady paid as bonus Party No. 4 (S. R.Motors. 
Varkalai) and Party No. 6 (S.K. V.Motor Service, Attingal) 
have similarly agreed to pay half a per cent more of the annual 
wages of the workers (in addition to what they have already 
paid ) within a month from the date of the award . The parties 
have also prayed that an award be passed accepting the above 
terms. So faras parties 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6 are concerned I accept 
the terms of the compromise and pass this award accordingly , 

5. Party No. 10 : This employer has contended that all dues to 
his workers were paid at the time of transfer of his bus. No 
evidence has been adduced by the Union to show that the above 
statement is not true. Hence the claim for enhanced bonus 
against party No. 10 could not be granted . 

6. Party No. 5 (Kamala Motor Service). Party No. 7 (Hameedia 
Motor Service ) , No. 8 (M.A.S. H.Motor Service ) , No. 9 (Baly 
Motor Service ) . No. 11 (R. K. V2, Karatte ) , No. 12 (K.M. S .. 
Trivandrum ) , No. 13 (A. R. M. Service ) . No. 14 ( Jai Hind 
Motor Service ) have not filed any statement denying the claim 
for enhanced bonus. In spite of the failure of these Marage 
ments to appear and contest the claim , in the light of the compro 
mise arrived at between some of the Managements and the 
Union . I do not propose to grant in the case of these Manage 
ments too , any higher percentage of bonus than the half per cent 
agreed to by the other Managements. I therefore direct the 
Managements Nos. 5, 7, 8 , 9, 11, 12, 13 and 14 to pay to their 
workmen half a per centof their annualwages in addition to the 
bonus already disbursed to them . Since these Managements 
have not cared to appear before Court and submit their conten 
tions I would further direct them cach to pay Rs. 25 to the 
Union towards costs.

This is an industrial dispute between the Management of 
Bakul Cashew Company , Kothethu , Kilikolloor and the workmen 
of the concern represented by the Kilikolloor Cashewnut 
Workers Union and the same was referred to this Tribunal for 
adjudication by Order L. 2-9079 /57/ L & LAD dated 18-11-1958. 
The only matter referred is in respect of the closure of the 
factory in 1956 . 
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2. At the close of the year 1956 the Company closed their 
factory at Kilikolloor and the Union demanded reopening of the 
factorytor in the alternative compensation and notice pay under 
the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act . On refusal of the 
demand by the Management thematter was referred for adjudi 
cation. 

3. The Management in its counterstatement has denied the 
claim for compensation , on various grounds. But when the 
dispute came up for evidence on 26.9-19.9 the parties to the 
dispute settled thematter out of court ard filed a compromise 
petition containing the following clauses: 

(1) The Management will pay to such of the workmen in 
the above factory as were on the rolls of the said factory on 4th 
December 1956 , and have put in an attendance of not less than 
240 days in the year 1955-56 at the rate of Rs. 7 50 per head , and 
to those workmen with an attendance of less than 240 days at the 
rate of Rs. 5 per head . 

(2 ) In consideration of the above payment the Union 
hereby withdraws all their claims and demands against the 
Management. 

(3 ) The paymentmentioned in Paragraph 1 above will be 
made on or before 15th November, 1959 in the presence of the 
Union representative . 

(4 ) This settlement applies to the daily and piece-rated 
workers and shall not apply to the staff, and shall not prejudice 
any of the contentions of the parties in other respects . 

4. They have also prayed that the above terms be re 
corded and an award passed accordingly. I accept the prayer 
and an award is passed in termsof the compromise.

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was re 
ferred to me by Government for adjudication under section 
10 (1) ( c) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act 
XIV of 947) by Order No. 17111 / L2 /89-1/ L & LAD dated 
18-3-1959 . The question referred for adjudication relates to 
Dismissal of Sri. S. Bhaskaran , Clerk " . 

The case put forward by the Union in their statement is the 
following : -Sooriya Match Factory was established 13 years 
go and from the very beginning of the Factory Sri S Bhaskaran 
has been employed there as a clerk . He is drawing Rs. 70 per 
mensem . He is the only clerk in the Factory . Sri A. Shanmukha 
Nadar of Sivakasi is the proprietor, and the affairs of the 
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factory here is looked after by the local manager and the clerk . 
The proprietor has given power of attorney to Sri Bhaskaran to 
act on behalf of him in any matter connected with the running 
of the factory. Many managers have been changed during 
those 13 years as they were found untruly . Sri Bhaskaran has 
been serving the management faithfully . 

The factory remained closed for 4 months in the beginning 
of 1958. When re -opened in June 1958 , the present manager 
was appointed . The staff of the company had become members 
of the Association and there were certain d sputes between the 
Association and the Management just before the new manager 
came. From the very day he became the manager, he was 
trying to victimise the staff who were members of the Associa 
tion . He particularly advised Sri Bhaskaran to resign from the 
Association but Sri Bhaskaran refused to do it. On 8th October, 
1958 Sri Bhaskaran and the foreman Raghavan Pillai were 
served with a notice stating that they had tried to cheat the 
Factory by falsely adding up the number of logs and showing 
excess measurement of logs and were asked to submit ex 
planation . On 9-1-1958 Sri Bhaskaran submitted his ex 
planation denying the allegation. He was given a notice that 
an enquiry would be conducted on the same day about the 
allegations. He was in duty in the office and was present for 
the enquiry . Butno enquiry was conducted and no chance was 
given to Sri Bhaskaran to prove his innocence. On 20th October 
1958 he was given a notice dispensing with his service with effect 
from 21-10-1958 . There is no reason for his dismissal. This is 
only an act ofvictimisation againstthe worker. 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed reinstating 
Sri Bhaskaran with all back wages and without break in his 
continuity of service. 

In the reply statement filed by the management the follow 
ing contentions were raised : -Sri Bhaskaran was employed in 
the Factory as loading man on a pay of Rs. 28 per ensem . He 
was not a clerk . Later on he was appointed as clerk . At the 
time of relieving him in addition to the manager there was 
another clerk also namely Chandrasekharan . The Factory is 
owned by Sri A. Shanmugha Nadar and his brother Sri 
A. Nataraja Nadar . The local manager controls the affairs of 
the factory. None of the clerks has anything to do with the 
management of the factory . Sri Bhaskaran was given special 
power of attorney to attend to some civil cases in which Sri 
Shanmugha Nadar was party . This was cancelled on 21-10-1958 . 
The managementhas now reason to believe that Bhaskaran was 
not serving the management faithfully . After the factory re 
opened in May 1958 and before the presentmanager came there 
was no dispute pending between the management and the 
Association . The manager did not advise Sri Bhaskaran to 
sever his connection with the Association . The manager never 
tried to victimise any staff member for being a member of the 
Association . On 6-10-1558 one Mytheen kunju brought 21 logs 
of pala and 4 logs of ada plavu. Sri Bhaskaran who was 
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entrusted with the task of measuring the timber entered the 
number of pala logs in the timber measurement book as 24. The 
measurements of length and girth entered also were greatly 
exaggerated . The idea was to make the management pay for 
the whole logs as entered in the timber measurement book and 
then to get illegal gratiſcation from the owner of the logs. This 
fraud the managementnoticed and loading man Oommer was 
asked to measure the logs again . The difference in the number 
of logs and the excess measurement were immediately found 
out. Understanding that he was caught red handed Sri 
Bhaskaran took the bill as prepared according to his measure 
mentand tore it off. Then he forcibly took possession of the log 
book from the table and struck off the entries in the timber 
measurementbook in his handwriting so as to make the figures 
undecipherable and to destroy evidence of fraud against him . 
On 9-10-1958 he was served with a notice asking him to show 
cause why action should not be taken against inim for this 
conduct. He submitted an explanation on 9-10-1958. F iuding 
the explanation unsatisfactory the matager issued a notice to 
him on 13-10-1958 informing him that an enquiry will be con 
ducted by the manager on 18-10-1958 in the office at 4 p . m about 
the incident on 6-10-1958 and that ! e should be present for the 
enquiry . He refused to accept the notice. So it was sent by 
regisiered post. This also he refused to accept and it was re 
turned On 18-10-1958 at the stipulated time the enquiry was 
started. Sri Bhaskaran was in the office at that time. He ro 
fused to attend the enquiry The enquiry was duly conducted 
and evidence was taken . The manager found that Sri 
Bhaskaran was guilty of fraud and other charges drawn against 
him . He was ordered to be relieved from office fron. 21-10-1958 . 
The enquiry was properly conducted the employee was guilty 
of fraud, dishonesty and improper contuct. He is not entitled 
for any compensation . Sri Bhaskaran is not entitled to be re. 
instated either with or without backwages or with continuity of 
service . 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed upholding 
the contentions of the management. 

The Union has filed a rejoinder reiterating the allegations in 
their statement and controverting the contentions of the 
management. 

The following issues are raised for determination : 

(i). Is the dismissal of Sri Bhaskaran , Clerk justifiable 
or not ? 

(ii) To what reliefs is he entitled in either case ? 
Issues 1 & 2 : - These two issues can be considered together . 
The Union s case is that Sri Bhaskaran , the aggrieved employee 
was dismissed from service without any reason whatsoever and 
that absolutely no enquiry was conducted . The management 
would contend that Bhaskaran was guilty of misconduct in as 
much as he had tried to defraud the concern by entering 
exaggerated figures in the log book and that the enquiry con 
ducted was proper. Ext. Es dated 8-10-1958 is the show cause 


notice issued to Bhaskaran . Ext. El dated 9-10-1958 is the ex 
planation given by the employee. Ext. Es is the enquiry notice 
and Ext. E4 is the postal cover in which Ext. E5 was enclosed . 
Ext E6 is the enguiry proceedings. The definite case of the 
worker concerned as sworn to by him as WW1 is thatno enquiry 
whatsoever was conducted on 19-10-1958 . He swears 2010 
aoera muy enquiry msmand dalamaomla notice 1s ?

Further down he categorically admits " Enquiry proceedings

algjorn clşa e o pow ." This statement would show the 
amourt of sanctity that was attached by the nanagement to the 
proceedings and the attitude with which the management has 
attempted to find out the truth . It is a cardinal principal of 
natural justice that no man shall be condemned before he is 
heard From the manager s admission itself it is patent that 
there was no enquiry and that the management has written up 
the enquiry proceedings according to the advice given by their 
Advocate, without giving an opportunity to the delinquent 
either to defend himself or to prove his innocence. A careful 
perusal of Ext. Es would warrant the inference that it was 
issued with a preconceived determination . I hold on the abive 
evidence that the enquiry conducted is not proper in as much as 
the enquiry proceedings in question are vitiated by flagrant 
violations of the principles of natural justice and therefore I 
am not in a position to accept or act upon Ext. E6 proceedings. 

Coming to the merits ofthe case the management has not 
made out or pro.ed the alleged attempt to defraud the manage 
ment. Excepting the scoring off of some writings in page 123 of 
Ext. E2 there is no materials before me. The management, says 
that the exaggerated entries were made on that page and when 
it was discovered. Bhaskaran scored off the whole thing. By 
turning the pages of Ext. E2 book I find that there are innumer 
able scorings. As such it will be unsafe to conclude that the 
worker is guilty on the basis of this scoring. It could as well 
be that the entries might have been scored off as mistaken .

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For the reasons stated above I set aside the order of dis 
missal passed by the management,as it is found to be un 
justifiable and improper, and therefore order re-instatement of 
Sri S Bhaskaran with full back wages ard continuity of service . 

In the result, I pass an award as indicated above. Both 
parties will bear their respective costs. This will take effect on 
the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gaze te under section 17 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act .

2. The loan shall bear interest at five per cent per annum or 
such higher rate as may be fixed by the Government from time 
to time with effect from the date of disbursement of the loan and 
in case of default of payment of any instalment as per the 
stipulations hereinafter contained compound interest at the 
minimnm rate prescribed in the rules under the Local Authori 
ties Loans Act, 1914 (IX of 1914 ) shallbe paid for such defaulted 
instalments from the date of default to thedate of actual pay 
ment. 

3. The amount of the loan with the interest stipulated above 
shall be repaid by the Municipality in not more than ten 
equated half yearly instalments , the first instalment being pay 
able on the completion of one year from the date of disbursement 
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of the loan and the succeeding instalments shallbe paid on the 
expiry of each half year thereafter. The repayments shall be 
made by remittance into the Treasury with chalaos counter 
signed by the Block Development Officer. 

4. The Municipality shall not before the loan is fully repaid . 
create any other charge on the Municipal Fund without the 
previous sanction in writing of the Government. 

5. The Municipality shall furnish to the Government and to 
the Comptroller any informatian which they may require regard 
ing the MunicipalFund or the expenditure of the loan amount. 

6. The loan amount shall be utilised only for the purchase of 
pump sets which may be hired out by the Municipality to any 
cultivator residing within the Municipal area for irrigation pur 
poses. 

7. On breach of all or any of the terms and conditions herein 
contained , the whole amount then outstanding under the loan 
together with the interest thereon shall be repaid by the Munici 
pality in a lump. 

8. If the amount borrowed is not repaid with interest thereon 
in accordance with the conditions of this deed, Government are 
at liberty to take steps necessary under Section 5 of the Local 
Authorities Loans Act , 1914 (IX of 1914) for realisation of the 
dues . 

9. The Municipality furtheragree that any amount found due 
to the Government under or by virtue of this bond shall be re 
covered as if itwere an arrear of land revenue under the pro 
visions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force 
or in any other manner as the Government may deem fit.

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENTmade this the

favour of the Goverror of Kerala (hereinafter referred to as" the 
Governor" ) . 

WHEREAS the Government have launched a scheme for the 
issue of loans to Municipalities and Panchayats in the State as 
per the terms and conditions contained in G. O. No...........for 
ihe grant of cast: loans to Municipalities and Panchayats includ . 
ed in Block areas for the purchase of Pump Sets (hereinafter 
referred to as " the order" ) ; 

AND WHEREAS the Panchayat has in accordance with the 
order approached the Government for loan of Rs.........under 
Section 3 of the Local Authorities Loans Act, 1914 (IX of 1914 ) 
en ble the Panchayat to carry out the above work ; 

AND WHEREAS the said borrowing has been duly authorised 
by Resolution No. ..passed at the duly constituted meeting 
of the Panchayatheld on ...... 

AND WHEREAS the Government have been pleased to sanction 
the said loan ofRs.. (under the Government Proceedings 
No..... dated ........

The Panchayat shall not, before the loan with interest is 
fully repaid , create any other charge on the Panchayat funds 
without the previous sanction in writing of the Government. 

5. The Panchayat shall furnish to the Government and to the 
Comptroller any information which they may require regarding 
the Panchayat funds or about the expenditure of the loan 
amount. 

6. The loan amount shall be utilised only for the purchase , of 
pump sets which may be hired out by the Panchayat to any culti 
vator residing within the Panchayat area for irrigation purpo 
ses. 

7. On the completion of the work if the Government arg 
satisfied that the whole of the loan amount has notbeen spent 
for the said purpose Governmentmay require the Panchayat to 
refund the unexpended portion of the loan amount and the 
Panchayat shall, upon such demand, remit such unexpended por . 
tion forthwith . 
** 8. Notwithstanding the provisions of clauses 2 and 3 above . 
it shall be competent to the Government, in case of breach by 
the Panchayat of all or any of the conditions herein contaires 
to demand the entire amount with interest then outstanding 
under this agreement in a lump and the Panchayat shall repay 
the whole amount then due to the Government of such demand. 

9. If the amount borrowed is not repaid with interest thereon 
as herein provided Government are at liberty to take steps 
gecessary under Section 5 of the Local Authorities Loans Act, 
1914 (IX of 1914 ) for realisation of the dues. 

10. The Panchayat further agrees that all sums found due to 
Government under or by virtue of this agreement shall be recov 
erable from the assets of the Panchayat movable and immovable 
under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time 
being in force as if it were arrears of land revenue or in such 
othermanner as theGovernmentmay deem fit.
